Th 
magistrate appealed to Mr. Baxter 
withdraw the case, but the latter refused 
todo so, and the girl was rentenced 
pny fourpence, the value of the turnips 
three shillings and sixtpence costs, and 
sixpence penalty. The girl had no mon- 
ey, but soon after a boy eam» th 
court, crying bitterly, who stated that he 
had just pawned the shoes from off h« 
fect to pay for his sister. The mone, 
was pid and the girl discharged. 

A poor plasterer, named Ruesei, fel 
from n scaffolding while at work, frac 
tured four of hie ribs, and received othe) 
injuries. He was taken tothe workhous 
of the parish, tarved over to the care o' 
th® ourées of the establishment, and died 
during the night, without having any at- 
tention bestowed upon him. At the cer 
oner’s inquest it wae shown that the sur 
geon of the p'ace had ordered the sick 
man certain medicines to b> administered 
daring the night, but the nurse having 
been kept up the n ght heforr, had gon 
toxleep and forgo'ten him, and he hw 
died without nes's'ance or attention, Th 
jury “admonished” the nurae, and re 
turned a verdict of accident 1 death.
